OUTRAGE TALE 
BY LOVING GIRL 
HOT ATTACKED 


Judge Blocks State in Effort 
to Disprove Girl's Story 
of Ruin, 


CHARACTER OF THE GIRL 
NOT INVOLVED IN CASE 


And Truth or Falsity of Her Story 
Has No Bearing, According to 
the Judge—Witmesses Testify 
as to the Mental Condi- 
tion of Judge Loving. | 


Houston, Va. June 27.—The taking 
of testimony in the case of Judge Wil- 
liam G. Loving, who was placed on tria’ 
here last Monday for the murder of 
Theodore Estes, in Nelson county on 
April 22 was concluded at 5 o'clock this 
afternoon. The court adjourned until 10 
o'clock tomorrow when the instructio.is 
to the jury will be argued before Judge 
Barksdale. The rapidity with which the 
trial has progessed has been most sur- 
prising t all concerned. 

Girl’s Outrage Tale Not Attacked. 

Today marked a most important turn- 
ing in the case when Judge Barksdaie 
rendered an: opinion coneerning the ad- 
missibility of certain evidence, the de- 
cision dealing a heavy blow to the pros- 
ecution. Attorney Danie! Harmon, for 
the prosecution announced his intention 
to call witnesses to show that the story 
told by Miss Elizabeth Loving to ner 
father that she was drugged and assault. 
ed by Theodore Estes was a fabrication 
and that Estes never offered an indi, 
nity to the girl, even Suggesting that 
there might be another motive back of 
the killing. The defense objected on ths 
ground that such testimony had no bear- 
ing on the case, and whether true or 
false, had nothing to do with the ques- 
tion of Judge Loving’s state of mind at 
the time of the tragedy.

tragedy. 

Loving Only Angry, Says Expert. 

There were some variations in the two 
questions, the defense taking a more se- 
rious view of his appearance after the 
shooting. In reply to the question, 
“What effect do you think such experi- 
ence would have on the mind of this 
man?” 

Dr. DeJarnette said: ‘“I think he 
would be very angry from the provoca- 
tion that he thought his daughter had 
been ruined by the young man referred 
to, but not insane.” 

Dr. De Jarnette testified that during 
his connection with the Western tSate 
hospital he had under his care 4,500 pa- 
tipfnts suffering from diseases of the 
brain. He was closely examined by 
counsel for both sides. Mr. Lee, for the 
defense, touched on numerous diseases, 
their cause and effect. Dr. DeJarnette 
testified as to the effect of acute alcohol- 
ism on the brain, the effect of insanity 
on the nerves and tissues, the temporary 
and permanent results from delirium 
tremens, the effect of stress and strain 
on the mind; how sudden joy, excitement, 
horrer, disappointment, grief, etc., could 
affect the mental] faculties. Most of his 
testimony, as well as the questions ask- 
ed him, were of a technica] nature, 
When Dr. DeJarnette left the stand, 
Attorney Wood Bouldin for the prosecu- 
tion announced: 

‘“‘We rest our case.”’

NO PLANS YET MADE 
TO IMPROVE CENTRAL 


vakleigh Therne Would WNeithei 
- Affirm Nor Deny Report of Fu- 
ture Sale—Decliared No Plans 
for Extension of Cen- 
tral Had Been 
Determined. 


New York, June 27.—(Special.)—The 
control of the Central of Georgia rail- 
road, which was purchased on Wednes- 
day by Oakleigh Thorne and Marsden J. 
Ferry, will eventually pass to the Rock 
Isiand-Frisco interests, if predictions 
made today in railroad circles prove well 
founded. 

It was said that Messrs. Thorne and 
Perry purchased the Central of Georgia 
with an understanding between them- 
selves and the Rock Island interest¢ 
that formal control of the road should 
pass to the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco, after the expiration of the two 
years during which the present holders 
of the read have agreed to keep it as an 
independent line. : 

Mr. Thorne would neither confirm nor 
deny the report today. 
draw what inference they would, he 
said. It was pointed out that close re- 
hitiong have existed hetween Mr. Thorne 
and B. F. Yoakum, who is the guiding 
spirit in the affairs of the Rock Island- 
frisco system. Mr. Yoakum is a directar 
in the Trust Company of America. of 
which Mr. Thorne is president. and in 
other ways Mr. Thorne and Mr. Yoakum 
have cooperated in business undertak- 
ings. ; 

Want Outlet for “Frisco.” 

Mr. Yoakum’s connection with the Sea- 
board Air Line affairs and the effor-s 
made some time ago to. obtain for the 
‘‘Friseo’’.an outlet to the Atlantic sea- 
board over roads controlled by the Sea- 
beard Air T.ine interests were recalled 
-today in support of the probability thar 
the Frisco had profited by the oppor- 
tunity presented by the sale of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia to obtain an extension 
of the Frisco system, to the Atlant‘ 
seaboard. 

The St. Louls and San Francisco now 
has a line Into Birmingham, Ala. ani 
at that point it connects directly with 
the Central of Georgia, whose lines run 
from Birmingham, from Montgomery and 
from Chattanooga, to the coast a; Sa- 
vannah, Ga. In addition to obtaining 
this outlet to the Atlantic seaboard, the 
Frisco, in acquiring the Central of Geor.- 
gin, would come into control of a large 
amount of traffic originating in the ter- 
ritory served by the Central of Georgia. 
whose lines reach many important 
points in Georgia and Alabama. 

The acquisition of the Central of Geor- 
gia by the Frisco would give the Rock 
Island company, which controlls both 
the Rock Island and the Frisco sys- 
terns, a commanding position in the 
southern ratflroad field. 

Muat Retain Stock Two Years. 

The agreemen;+ under which the $5,000, - 
GOO stock of the Central of Georgia has 
been taken over from the Richmond 
Terminal organization committee by 
Messrs. Thorne and Perry provides thit 
control of at least 60 per cent of the 
stock shall be retained by the purchasers 
for at least two years. 

This provision, Mr. Thorne said today, 
would not prevent a sale of the stock 
within the next two years, but necess:- 
tates merely that In the case of a resale 
the stock shall be sold subject to thea 
voting trust covering this two years’ 
period, lodged with Messrs. Thorne and 
Perry. 

In other words, these men have agreed 
to keep voting control of the stock fo- 
two years, but not necessarily to retain 
their finanical interests in the road for 
that length of time. The reference ir 
the official statement issued on Wednes 
day to the purpose of the purchasers 
of the road to develop it as an inde- 
pendent property ,did not refer Mr. 
Thorne said, to any plans for an exten- 
sion of the present lines of the Central 
of Georgia nor to any other specific 
plans for the improvement of the prop- 
erty. What is to be done in this dire+- 
tion, he said, remains to be determined.

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PEACE 10 COME 
BY ARBITRATION 


That Is Sentiment of Delegates 
at The Hague 


Give Permanency to The Hague 
Arbitration Tribunal—All 
Depends on Character 
of the Judges. 


The Hague, June 27.—All the dele- 
gates to the peace conference agree 
that the first important sitting will 
deal with arbitration, which many of 
the powers, chiefly the United States, 
desire to strengthen to such a point as 
tv make it become an institution that 


will gradually lead to the abolition of 
war among nations, as confidence -in 
the justice of ordinary courts gradual- 


lz led to the abolition of dueling 
among citizens. The principal efforts 
in this direction are concentrated in an 
effort to render The Hague Arbitration 
Tribunal really ermanent, giving it 
such power, prestige and influence and, 
above all, unshakable impartiality, as 
to command universal confidence, and 
also to simplify the Aegean and 
lessen the expenses, thus making it 
more accessible. 

As to ‘Good Offices.’ 

Professor De Martens has 
propositions on the subject of 
offices,’ mediation on _ international 
commission of inquiry, including the 
drawing up of rules and regulations 
for procedure in cases of arbitration 
as deduced from the experience of the 
last eight years, being in reality a 
modification of the convention of 1899, 
with the object of broadening arbitra- 
tion and trying to make it compulsory 
in aS Many cases as possible, while 
further reducing the exeeptions com- 
prised under the terms ‘‘national hon- 
or’ and ‘vital interests.” 

Several countries, including the 
United States, Great Britain, Germany 
and Italy, have other propositions on 
the subject of arbitration ready to be 
presented separately or as amend- 
ments, all aiming to make arbitration 
the course to be pursued by disputants;

that it would be dishonorable to have 
recourse to force before appealing to 
the law. 

All Depends on Judges. 

The greatest difficulty is the system 
to be followed in the _ selection of 
judges, as upon their integrity and 
high character will greaty depend the 
success of the permanent arbitration 
court. The proposition that each sig- 
natory power select two persons of 
its nationality, recognized as eminent 
jurists, is considered impractical, as it 
would transform the court into a par- 
liament of nearly a hundred members. 
General Horace Porter has several 
propositions on the subject, but they 
have not yet been announced or defi- 
nitely drafted. 

Besides the proposition regarding ar- 
bitration, Italy will present proposition 
against that of Great Britain on the 
laying of automatic floating and sub-

Hall Resolution Provisions. 


The Hall resolution provides for the 
per diem of $4 when the committee 
ie actually in session, and 5 cents a 
mile for each mile traveled.

In the Hardman resolution -the ap-

It is specifically stated that the com- 
mission shall inquire into the owner- 
ship of the Central, directly or indi- 
rectly, and also furnishes that com- 
mission with the machinery to carry 
out this proviso. The duty of the com- 
mission is explained as follows: 

“and when appointed, the commis- 

gion shall determine by what con- 
‘tract, agreement, or pretended right, 
or in what manner the Southern rail- 
way owns or controls the stock of the 
Central. or by what pretended right 
the Southern assumes to control or 
dictate the policy of the Central, and 
fix the freight rates thereon, as is 
alleged is being done.” 
' The commission is given the appoint- 
‘ment of a sheriff who shall serve as 
‘a bailiff. It is also vested with the 
power of superior courts in- Georgia 
go far as the production of the neces- 
sary books and papers is concerned. 
The commission has jurisdiction over 
‘the entire state, and may sit where it 
pleases. Witnesses are to be paid $2 
‘a day and 5 cents a mile for each 
mile traveled to and from the court 
of the commission. 

The resolution is concluded with the 
following significant paragraph: 

“Tf it is found by the commission 
that the Southern railway is holding, 
controlling or operating the Central of 
Georgia railroad, directly or indirectly, 
in violation of the constitution of 
’ Georgia, the governor shall then dieect 
attorney general, by and with the as- 
‘sistance of special counsel to be em- 
ployed by the governor to take the 
mecessary steps to cancel the contract, 
agreement or pretended right under 
which the Southern holds the Central, 
and to bring the necessary’ action 
against the Central to forfeit the char- 
ter of the company by reason of the 
misuse and abuse of the franchises 
granted by the state.”

Edward J. Hall attended’ Yale 
university and the Sheffield Scientific 
school, from which he graduated in 
1873.

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HOW LYNCHERS 


~ SEIZED SHERIFF 


Chattanooga Officer Relates 
Experience With the Mob, 


LYNCHERS NOT RECOGNIZED 


Sherif Shipp Says Some Members 
of the Mob Were Masked and 
Others Not—Not a Man 
Offered to Help 
the Sheriff. 


—_— 


Chattanooga, Tenn., June 27.—When 
the Shipp contempt case was called after 
luncheon, Sheriff Shipp was called to the 
witness stand in defense of himself and 
his deputies. He told all the circum- 
Stances connected with the lynching of 
Ed Johnson from the time he first heard 
of a mob, through the telephone sug- 
gestion of Attorney General M. N. Whit- 
aker, how he rushed to the jail, was 
captured by the mob and imprisoned tin 
the bath room while the mob took the 
negro, and how he had done eperything 
in his power to protect the rapist from 
mob violence. 

Sheriff Shipp told of the events of the 
night of the lynching. He went home 
at 6:30 that night, intending to do some 
‘work at home. The attorney general 
called him up and told him there was 
@ mob at the jail. 

Sheriff Attacked From Behind. 

He went there immediately, pushing 
«his way through the crowd. He saw 
the night jailer in one corner of a room 
guarded by three or four men. He 
Started to his aid, but was attacked from 
behind and made prisoner. He was 80 
firmly held that physical resistance was 
useiess. ‘ 

The sheiff said he did not recognize 
any one he saw except Dr. Sutton, Night 
Jailor Gibson, Frank Stoops and two 
newspaper men. These, he said, were 
not engaged in the lynching. Some ot 
the lynchers were masked and others 
were not. He was guarded closely while 
the mob secured the negro and got away. 

In answer to questions, the sheriff said 
if he had it to do over again he would 
act differently; that not a single man 
offered him a helping hnad; that he had 
but one pistol against many; that he 
was physically unable to withstand the 
attack of the crowd, and that during the 
entire time he was jn jail, he was under 
arrest, , 

A diagram of the jail was offered in 
evidence, the sheriff explaining his 
movements that night and showing the 
Same on the diagram. 

Negro Dead When They Arrived. 

At the morning session, Deputies Gal- 
loway and Baker told of their part. 
They were both at the Eagle's Club 
when some one coming. in from the out- 
side first brought in the news of the 
mob. They immediately rushed from the 
room and to the jail. They found Cap- 
tain Shipp, who wag much excited and 
who directed them to go to the bridge 
at once. Both of them, accompanied by 
‘Deputy Sheriff Marion Perkins, armed 
themselves with wvinchesters and caught 
a car, which was just passing the door. 
They went to the bridge, but Johnson 
was dead and the mob had dispersed, 
though there were some seventy-five by- 
standers on the bridge at the time. They 
remained a short time and then went 
back to the jail. Both of these wit- 
nesses had heard nothing to indicate that 
there was to be a lynching. Mr. Gallo- 
way told how he had assisted in pro- 
tecting Johnson at the time of the first 
mob.

That the constitution has been violated, there is no longer any 
question. The action of the Southern in disposing of its holdings in 
the Central is about as clear an admission on this point as could be 
asked. 

It becomes, therefore, the duty of the legislature to investigate 
and ascertain if, by this sale, that violation has ceased, or is it a 
mere lawyer's quibble to circumvent the state’s authority and con- 
t nue to trample upon the rights of the people?

Problem of Pure Milk. 
President Roosevelt, patron and ad- 
yocate of large families, proposes to 
have the milk supply of the country 
reguiated in the interest of the ba- 


bies. 

Believing there is a very vital and 
direct connection between the number 
of bacilli in the milk supplied to the 
cities and the infant mortality tables, 
he has directed Surgeon General Wy- 
man, of the public health and marine 
hospital service, to make a thorough 
investigation of the problem as it ap- 
pears in the city of Washington, D. C., 
in order that the highest authoritative 
‘advice may be furnished to every city 
and community for its information in 
handling its own milk problem. 

A great array of scientific talent is 
being lined up against fhe harmful 
milk bacilli. The bug hunters of the 
department of agriculture will submit 
illustrations and affidavits to show 
which are the harmful bacilli and 
which the helpful ones. 

The Washington milk commission, 


teriologists, and many other gists, 
are cooperating with the milkmen to 
bring about a better condition of af- 
fairs. 

If the crusade which has been given 
new impetus by the president is taken 
up in other towns and cities, that 
beautiful and _ tuneful 
“Shall we gather at the river,” will 
no longer be the matin call of the 
milkmen’s chorus.

Sued for Penalty. 
The state railroad commission yester- 


iday requested Attorney General John C. 


Hart to bring suits against the Central 
of Georgia &hd Seaboard Air Line rail- 
ways for the prescribed penalty for re- 
fusal to comply with rules issued by the 
commission requiring them to build new 
depots. 

The Central was ordered to build a 
new depot at Bremen, a junction point 
with the Southern; while the Seaboard 
wes ordered to erect a new depot at 
EKwoerton. Plans for these new depots 
were submitted some time ago and ap- 
proved by the commission, ana the rail- 
roads were directed to proceed with the 
work. Neither of them has yet com- 
plied with the orders. 

The law prescribes a penalty of $!,000 
to $5,000 for failure on the part of a 
railroad company to obey such orders 
from the commission, the amount to be 
fixed by the jury before which the tal 
is had.

OF HIS INSURANCE BILL 


HAT promises to be one of the 
most interesting resolutions <o 


be introduced in the house will 


be that of Mr. R. O. Barksdale, of Wilke; 
county, calling for the-.creation of 4 
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HON. R. OO. BARKSVDALB, 
Wilkes, who wants an insuf- 
ance commission named. 
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‘bureau of insurance legislative infor- 
mation.” 

This bureau is designed to gather infor- 
mation on the subject of insufance laws, 
both from the policy holders and the iff- 
surance writers’ standpoint, and from 
this information draft a report upon 
which insurance bills covering suco 
points as are deemed expedient will be 
framed and presented to the general as- 
sembly for passage at its next session. 

In speaking of this proposed resolu- 
tion, Mr. Barksdale said: 

“The necessity for proper and protect- 

ing legislation covering insurance of all 
classes in this state has been brought 
particularly home to me by reason ther 
1 have had a number of policies offered 
me recently which I feel quite sure cou'd 
not and would not be complied with. It 
is to protect policy holders from any such 
pitfalls that I am seeking to have en- 
acted those laws which will cover the 
broad field of insurance in its fullest 
gense and scope. 
- “7 have discussed this matter with a 
‘number of the leading members of the 
general assembly and also insurance 
heads, and they are in favor.of it. 

“There is a wave of agitation on all 
over the state in regard to these iIm- 
surance corporations, and Georgia should 


not be the last to see that the policy 
holders in this state are amply protected 
from fraud and misrepresentation. 
‘There will be no effort to pass any 
such drastic measure as the Robinsvn 
bill, passed by the Texas legislature, 
which has driven all the best companies 
out of that state. Since its effect has 
become known there has been a clamor 


‘for a special session of the legislatu:e 


to secure its repeal. 

“By giving this commission ;ime to 
into the whole matter deliberately, 
will be able to avoid mistakes and 
give the state a safe and sane body 
Insurance laws, the securing of which is 
the sole purpose of the resolution asking 
for the appointmen; of the commission. 

Text of the Resolution. 

The resolution which he will intreducs, 

probably today, is short and self-ex- 


planatory. 

It is as follows: : 

‘Whereas recent investigations of the 
insurance business in other states hav.

“first, That the governor be and is 
hereby empowered to appoint five repre- 
sentative citizens of this state. to be 
known as a bureau of insurance legisla- 
tive information, whose duty it shall He 
to investigate the need of such legisli- 
tion by this state, and to submit such 
laws to the next session of the legisla 
ture as in their opinion may be wis? 
and just; convening at such times and 
places as & majority of them may de- 
termine; giving a hearing to represent- 
atives of an yand all companies now 
doing or who my choose to do business 
in this state, and to any private citizen 
who may. desire to come before them 'n 
the interest of insurance legislation. 
That they may employ at their discre- 
tion a competent actuary to give them 
such expert testimony or advice as they 
may desire, and to employ one competent 
stenographer to do such work 4s they 
may find necessary in performing thel* 
labors under this resolution. That the 
governor is authorized to draw his war- 
rant on the treasury and out of such 
funds as may not be otherwise appro- 
priated to pay the members of this bu- 
reau of insurance legislative informa-

TO LEGISLATURE 


In the annual report of the Georgia 
soldier roster commission, which will 
be made to the legislature today by 
the chairman, General Clement A. 
Evans, the commission, after reference 


to former reports, say§: 

“Copies have been made and revised, 
either fully or in part, of the following 

‘ganizations: 
co 0m of infantry; sixty regiments of 
infantry, numbered consecutively from 
the Second to the Sixty-sixth regiment, 
inclusive, except the Thirty-third, Fif- 
ty-eighth, Fifty-ninth, Sixty-fourth 
and one legion of infantry. In addition 
to these regiments, copies have been 
made and revised of fifteen battalions 
ef infantry, one cavalry legion and 
seven artillery commands. These 
copies of regiments, battalions and le 
gions contain over 700 companies av- 
eraging !00 men each, making a total 
of 70,000 names aready considered with 
corrections made as far as it has been 
pessible to obtain information. A con- 
siderable number of changes in the 
above-named organizations were made 
during the war between the states, 
and, consequently, there are repetitions 
of names, reenlistment and consolida- 
tions of commands, but as the rolls re- 
quired careful revision, this work de- 
manded the copying, consideration and 
correcting of each roll in order to give 
the full record of each sodier. 

“The rolls of the following organiza- 
tions are entirely missing: The Thirty- 
third, Fifty-eighth, Fifty-nfnth regi- 
ments of infantry, company A of the 
Sixty-first Georgia infantry, copies in 
part only of the Partisan Rangers, the 
Second battalion Georgia volunteer 
cavalry, C. S. A.. and the independent 
Georgia confederate volunteers are on 
file, but incomplete. 

Not Able to Get Copies. 

“All the foregoing rolls have had re- 
vision as far as possible, but there re- 
mains yet a large number of rolls in 
the war office at Washington, D. C., of 
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The four ‘First’ regi- |

Their work has 
now advanced to the stage when the 
commission can respectfuly repeat’ the 
recommendations of their last report, 
that all the further work of collecting, 
ccrrecting, compfing and filing the 
roster of all Georgians who were en- 
gaged in the military and naval ser- 
vice of either the Confederate States 
or the state of Georgia in the war be- 
tween the states, as provided for by 
the act of August !5, 19038, be placed by 
the present legislature in sole charge of 
the compiler of colonial, revolutionary 
and confederate records, and that the 
act of August 15, 1903, re repealed.”’

MR, HALL ADDED SPICE 
TO DULL DAY'S DOINGS 


Refused to Serve on a Committee 
Which, He Asserted, Was Given 
Powers Whieh Did Not Be- 
long to It Under. the 
Constitution. 


Hon. Joe Hill Hall, of Bibb, always 
alert when the constitution of the state 
is concerned, became positively bellicose 
in Thursday’s session of the house and 
declined to serve on a joint committee 
of the house and senate when appoint- 
ed by President Akin, because he claim- 
ed the function it was about to perform 
was unconstitutional. 

He admitted a willingness to serve 
“so far and no farther,’’ but said he 
could not go beyond the constitution 
which made the bounds specific. 

The declination grew out of the joint 
resolution to “canvass the vote of the 
governor and other state house offi- 
cers.’’ 

This resolution was adopted by the 
senate and sent over to the house for 
concurrence Wednesday. Here Mr. Hall, 
the defender of the constitution in all 
of its parts and principles, had it tabled 
until Thursday, when it was amended 
so that the resolution provided for the 
canvassing of the vote for ‘governor, 
state treasurer, comptroller general and 
secretary of state.’ 

This was not concurred in by the sen- 
ate and the original resolution was 
brought back to the house. The house 
receded from its action in amending the 
resolution and a tilt ensued between 
Mr. Hall, of Bibb, and Senator Felder, 
of the twenty-second, the former stand- 
ing for the amendment and the latter 
championing the senate resolution. 

It was not until Mr. Dunbar, of Rich- 
mond, made his point of order that the 
general assembly could act only upon 
that which was specifically named in 
the resolution and asked for a ruling 
that the atmosphere was cleared. 

Up to that time it looked “like old 
times,’”” when both Mr. Felder and Mr. 
Hall*weré in the house from Bibb, and 
thelr arguments furnished a large part 
of the life of the sassion. 

The president ruled with Mr. Dunbar, 
and upon the motion of Mr. Felder to 
appoint a canvassing committee named 
Mr. Hall as one of the members from 
the house, which he declined for eon- 
atitutional reasons. 

Governor’s Message Read. 

All of the day’s session was taken up 
with the reading of the governor's mes- 
sage, which was received Wednesday, 
but only read Thursday,andthe can- 
vassing of the vote received by the 
governor and other state house officers. 

There were no bills introduced yester- 
day, but every member has his pockets 
and desk packed with general and local 
measures, which will be introduced at 
the first opportunity, which will prob- 
ably come today. 

Chief interest centers around the re- 
form measures to be again introduced 
by Mr. Hall, of Bibb. These are: 

The anti-pass bill, to prevent all state 
officials from receiving and riding on 
raflroad passes, the acceptance of tele- 
phone, telegraph and express franks or 
receiving other courtesies from corpora- 
tions. 

The bill to compel all foreign corpora- 
tions now doing business in Georgia to 
be organized under a Georgia charter. 
This bill will force the Southern, Sea- 
board Alr Line, Atlantic Coast Line and 
other railroads in Georgia to secure 
Georgia charters. 

The tax assessors’ bill, providing for 
the appointment of three tax assessors 
to assess values upon the returns of al]! 
corporations which now make them to 
the .comptroller general. 

The bill to repeal the law which now 
allows judges to direct juries to find 
verdicts. 

Another bill of general interest to be 
introduced is that of Representative 
Willlams, of Laurens, and to be known 
as the disfranchisement bill. It is stated 
that this bill has the support of Gover- 
nor-elect Smith and many members of 
the house, 

In addition to these Mr. Wright, 
Floyd, has several measures of 
eral nature which will be 
probably today. 

After canvassing the vote and hearing 
the returns announced the house ad- 
journed to meet again this morning at 9 
o'clock. 

Routine in the House. 

At 10 o’clock Speaker Slaton called the 
house to order, after which the new 
chaplain, Rev. W. A. Parks, of Carroll- 
ton, delivered his first invocation. The 
roll was called and the minutes of the 
opening day's session were read and 
confirmed with minor changes. The first 
business entertained by the house, on 
the motion of Mr. Hall, of Bibb, wag the 
resolution calling for a joint session of 
the house and senate to meet at i! 
o'clock to canvass the vote of ‘“‘the gov- 
ernor and other state house officials.’’ 

Mr. Hall insisted that thig senate 
amendment was wnconstitutional, and 
that only the governor, secretary of 
state, comptroller genera] and state

and offered an amendment to this effect, 
which wes adopted. 

The message from the governor, re- 
ceived in the house Wednesday, was 
taken up and read with great distinct- 
ness. by Reading Clerk D. F. McClatchey. 

At the conclusion, Doorkeeper Hauser 
announced the arrival of the senate for 
the first joint session for the purpose of 
canvassing the election returns for the 
governor and other state house officers. 

Pregident Akin arrived last and was 
escorted to the speaker’s rostrum by 
Clerk .John T. Boifeuillet. As he ar- 
rived at the speaker's desk he was greet- 
ed by Speaker Slaton, who handed him 
the gavel. 

“The general assembly will be in or- 
der,”” wag the convocation order of Pres- 
ident Akin. Mr. Hall, of Bibb, first gain- 
ed the floor and insisted that only the 
vote of the governor, secretary of state, 
State treasurer and comptroller general, 
ag provided by the state constitution, be 
canvassed, 

Senator Felder, of the twenty-second, 
formerly a colleague of Mr. Hall, of 
Bibb, always an opponent of Mr. Hall, 
followed and spoke against the amend- 
ment as offered by Mr. Hall. 

“The attorney general js a constitu- 
tional officer, and his vote should be can- 
vaseed.”’ 

“Didn't the house two years ago ex- 
pressiy decline to canvass the vote of 
the attorney general?’ asked Mr. Hall, 
of Bibb. 

“Yes, it did,” was his reply, “and the 
legislature made a mistake then. 

“This is a new house and new senate 
and we don’t want to make the same mis- 
take again.” 

Mr. Hall, that staunch defender of the 
fconstitution, got the floor again, and 
spoke at length in its defense. 

Mr. Dunbar, of Richmond, meade the 
point that the joint session had been 
called for the specific purpose of “‘can- 
vassing the votes of the governor and 
Other state house officers,’’ and could not 
be receded from. 


Akin Sustains Dunbar. 

President Akin ruled that the point 
was well taken, and sustained Mr. Dun- 
bar in hig argument. The house had 
previously receded from its action of 
Wednesday in specifically naming the of- 
ficeg to be canvassed. 

Senator Felder moved that a commit- 
tee of three be appointed to canvass the 
votes cast at the last election. 

President Akin appointed Senator Fel- 
der, of the twenty-second; Mr. Dunbar.,. 
of Richmond, and Mr. Hall, of Bibb. 

“Mr. President.” 

“The gentleman from Bibb,”” was the 
response of President Akin as the pon- 
deroug frame of Mr. Hal] rose from his 
seat, his face flushed from excitement 
and his eyes snapping. 

“I can only serve on that committee 
to the extent of canvassing the votes of 
the officers specifically named in the 
constitution.” 

“Does the gentleman from Bibb decline 
to serve on this committee?’ 

“I do except to the extent provided in 
the constitution. 1 can't go beyond 
that.” 

“Then I will appoint Mr. Fowler, of 
‘Bibb, to serve on that committee in- 
stead,” and the canvass was begun, - Mr. 
Fowler announcing the totals as follows:

TO CIVE CITIES 
WIDER. POWERS 


General Bill to Provide for 
Municipal Ownership, 


CONTROL OF THE UTILITIES 


Important Meeaseres to Be Intro- 
duced by Hon. Seaborn Wright 
Which Will Give Cities Full 
Control Over. Public Util-~- 
ity Plants Chartered 
by Them. 


Hon. Seaborn Wright, of Floyd, will 
introduce in the house today two impor- 
tant and farreaching measures which 
will undoubtedly attract genera] and 
widespread attention. 

One of these measures proposes to 
give the cities of the state the same 
control over the rates to be charged by 
the public utility conporations operating 
within their limits either under state or 
city charter, which is exercised by the 
State itself over railroads, express and 
telegraph companies. A similar meas- 
ure recently passeq the legislature of 
Missouri after a hard but unsuccessful 
fight against it. 

The other measure, a companion Dill, 
proposes to give the cities of the state 
the right to purchase or erect, to own 
and operate their own gas and electric 
plants, waterworks, telephone lines, and 
Other similar public utilities whenever 
they see fit to do so, without the neces- 
sity of applying to the legislature for 
the usual charter amendment specifical- 
ly granting such power. 


The Municipal Ownership Bill. 


Mr. Wright's municipal ownership bill 
provides ‘“‘that any city or town in the 
State may, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this act, construct or pur- 
chase, maintain and operate within the 
limits thereof, plants for the manufac- 
ture or distribution of gas or electricity, 
to furnish light, heat or power for mu- 
nicipal purposes, or for sale to the resi- 
dents of such city or town, or to people 
who live in contiguous territory there- 
unto, Or they may construct or pur- 
chase, maintain and operate a telephone 
exchange or waterworks system for mu- 
nicipal purposes, and to sell water or tel- 
ephone service to the Inhabitants of 
such city or town or the people who live 
in territory contiguous thereto. Such 
plants may ‘include suitable lands, 
structures and machinery for manufac- 
turing, using and distributing gas, elec- 
tricity, water or telephone service.” 

The bill also provides that a city shall 
not acquire such a plant until after it 
eas been authorized by a majority of its 
duly- qualified voters. If the result of 
the election be against municipal own- 
ership, then there shall be no other elec- 
tion for two years. If {it be for mu- 
nicipal ownership, then it shall be the 
duty of the mayor and council to ap- 
point a commission in accordance with 
the terms of the act, to provide for the 
erection or purchase of such municipal 
plant as it has been decided to build and 
operate. The money necessary for es- 
tablishing such plants may be obtained 
either from taxation or by a bond issue, 
In accordance with the present state 
laws. The plant thus established is to 
be operated under the direction of the 
commission appointed by the mayor and 
council. Other necessary provisions are

Municipal Control. 

Mr. Wright's bill providing for munici- 
pal control over the rates Charged by 
public utility corporations is a measure 
of such interest and importance that 
The Constitution presents it this morn- 
is in full, It is as follows:

section |. All persons, firms an - 
porations owning or operating - cale- 
phone or telegraph line, System or ex- 
change, or a street railway line or sys- 
tem, or a tunnel, sudway, conduit Or via. 
duct, or engaged in furnishing gas, steam 
or electricity for lighting, heating or 
power, or engaged in furnishing water 
heat and refrigeration under franchises 
granted by this state, or any of the 
cities or towns thereof, or otherwise 
operating in such cities or towns; and 
all persons, firms and corporations own- 
ing or operating any other Public utili- 
ttes under franchises granteg by this 
State, or any of the towns thereof, or 
otherwise operating in such cities or 
towns, are hereby required to charge no 
more for the service of such utilities 
than such rates as shall be fixed, from 
time to time, by ordinance, by the cities 
or towns in this state in’ which such 
utilities are operated; and all cities and 
towns in this state are hereby granted 
power and authority to fix, by ordinance 
the rates of charge for the services 
of such utilities within their conporate 
limits and to provide ang enforce fines 
and penalties for the violation thereor 
and to change such rates, by ordinance, 
from time to time, as often as may be 
deemed necessary: Provided, however 
that such rates muet be reasonable, 
and shall not be changed oftener than 
once every two years. 

Any such person, firm or corporation 
owning or operating any of the utili- 
ties mentio in this section of this 
act and clainling to be aggrieved by the 
rates fixed by such ordinance shall have 
the remedy, herein provided, to have 
the validity of such ordinance and the 
reasonableness of such rates determined 
by the superior court of the county in 
which such city or town may be situate. 
The y 80 complaining shall, as 
plaintiff, file in the superior court with- 
in twenty days after the passage of 
such ordinance, a petition against such 
city or town, as defendant, setting forth 
the objections to such ordinance, where- 
upon summons shall issue and be served 
upon such city or town, and pleadings 
shall be filed and proceedings had as 
in other cases. The plaintiff, or de- 
fendant, shall have the right of appeal 
to the supreme court of the state as in 
other cases. Said cause shall be speed- 
ily heard and determined, and shal! have 
precedence in time in the swperior and 
supreme courts over other civil actions. 
Nothing contained in this section shall 
be construed to mean that any power or 
jurisdiction is conferred upon said courts 
to fix such rates or regulate the charges 
of any such public utilities. 

Section 2. y such city or town may 
by ordinance, provide for and estab- 
lish a committee or commission to make 
investigation into all facts and matters 
touching the establishing of such just 
and reasonable rate or rates of charge, 
and after such investigation said com- 
mission shall report its findings ana 
recommendations to the city council. 
And al! such cities and towns shal! have 
power and authority, by ordinance, to 
require and enforce the production of 
books and papers, and compel the at- 
tendance of witnesses before the city 
council, or any duly constituted com- 
mittee or commission thereof, for the 
purpose of ascertaining what is a ju 
ang reasonable rate or rates.

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SENATOR WARS

Number of Bills Introduced 
in the Upper House 
Yesterday. 


The second day’s session of the sen- 
ate was featured by the introduction 
by Senator Benjamin Camp, of the 
thirty-first district, of an anti-cigarette 
bill, and by an automobile speed re- 
stricting bill by Senator Felder, of the 


twenty-second district. 

Except for the introduction of sev- 
eral bills, nothing more than routine 
business was transacted by the body, 
adjournment being at 12:45 o'clock. 

At the commencement of the session 
Senator Hardman moved that the body 
reconsider the action of Wednesday re- 
garding rules governing the senate. 
The members voted for reconsideration. 
Senator Hardman offered a counter 
resolution that the rules of the last 
senate govern the present senate, This 
was adopted. 

Senator Camp, of the thirty-first, in- 
troduced the following bills: To create 
the office of commissioner of roads and 
revenues in and for Franklin county. 

A bill to make the selling or keeping 
for sale cigarette paper, or books, or 
cigarette tobacco, or having them on 
the person, or giving them to any one, 
or in any manner making them or 
using them, or having them, a misde- 
meanor. 

A bill to repeal an act to create 4 
board of road commissioners in. Frank- 
lin county. 

Bills by Senator Born,

such damages, whether made before or 
after the infliction of such injuries, and 
for other purposes.

Senator Steed—An act making 60 per 
cent of the wages of day laborers and 
mechanics subject to garnishment. 

Senator Felder—Anm act to regulate 
and control the driving ana running of 
automobiles. 

Senator Born of the thirty-fourth in- 
troduced the following: An act to au- 
thorize the recovery of punitive in ad- 
dition to compensatory damages for 
personal injury to or the homicide of 
another whenever such injury or homi- 
cide results from the wiiful misconduct 
or the wanton or the gross or tue reck- 
less negligence. of another, and for 
other purposes. 

Senator Steed, of the thirty-seventh, 
the following: An act to provide for 
direct election of school commission- 
ers in all of the counties. 

At !I! o’clock the members of the sen- 
ate, led by Assistant Secretary hansell 
and President Pro Tem. Steed, march- 
ed in pairs to the house of representa- 
tives to canvass the ballot for gov- 
ernor, after which they returned at 
12:40 o'clock, when it was moved to 
adjourn until this morning at 10 
o'clock.

BETTER FEELING 
AMONG STOCKS 


Close Showed Considerable 
Raise for the Day, 


: 


Market, Though, Is Said to Be Stfll 
in Professional Hands—Differ- 
ent Opinions as to the 
. Cause of Upward 

. Movement. 


New York, Pune 27.—The rise in prices 
of stocks today was a olear refiection 
of the growing confidence in financial 
circles that the principal troubles lie be- 
hind rather than before. Thig senti- 
ment hag been underlying the surface 
of market operation for some time past, 
affected by the constraint of possible 
money market complications in connec- 
tion with the semi-yearly settlements. 
The flurry in call money today testi- 
fied that the semi-annual period is not 
to be entirely exempt of effects on money 
rates. Today’s movement of call loan 
rates was go moderate, however, as to 
leave an effect of confidence. The stock 
merket was still in professiona] hands, 
to @ large extent, but indications of the 
countenance given to the movement by 
important financial] interests added to its 
influence on speculative gentiment. Stocks 
were demonstratively in scanty supply 
and this was the mainstay of the pro- 
fessional operations for the rise. They 
were thus made effective, although on a 
rather small scale, as will be perceived 
by the aggregate of the day’s transac- 
tions. Operators for the rise avowedly 
based the movement on the hope of an 
investment demand for stocks springing 
up after the first of the month as a re- 
sult of the effort to reinvest the process 
of dividend and interest distributed. Tne 
rise in stocks, therefore, will be depend- 
ent for its justification an the develop- 
ment of this latter demand and also on 
the quick subsidence of the effects of 
the extra demands on the money mar- 
ket. The New York money market is 
usually slower to react from the pe- 
riodical settlements than are the great 
foreign money markets. Money was 
strong in London, but discounts were 
easy. The Bank of England return was 
weak. The Bank of Franve also while 
reporting a gain in gold of only $1!,665,- 
000, showed a loan expansion of $18,- 
785,000 as a prelude to the coming set- 
tlements. Sterling exchange yielded a 
fraction in Paris, but was also lower 
here. Bankers still feel some reser?a- 
tion in the confidence that the Paris de- 
mand for gold is satisfied. Tomorrow's 
New York city bond offerings continues 
to attract large attention and the better 
feeling in the market was partly due 
to reassuring reports of the likelihood of 
se whole $29,000,000 being subscribed 
or. 

One motive for advance prices, which 
was discussed, was the desirability of 
an improved showing of market values 
for securities holdings on semi-annual 
balance sheets. The suggestion finds 
voice also that the desire to find a mar- 
ket for some holdings that have been 
run over for the protection of values 
may account in part for the benevolent 
attitude toward the attempt to lift prices 
on the part of the great money inter- 
ests. Some attention wag given to the 
address of the president of the New York 
Bankers’ Association, on account of the 
emphasis of his warning of the necessity 
for retrenchment in loans. The ,warning 
was given point by the day's report of 
assistance rendered to an important in- 
dustrial corporation ‘to save _ trouble 
fro moverextension for improvements, A 
sharp upturn in wheat late in the day 
added to the disposition to take profits 
and the extreme advances were consid- 
erably relieved.

ON SAMEGALLOWS 


Vaughan, Raymond and 
Ryan Executed for Kill- 
ing Prison Guard, 


Jefferson City, Mo., June 27.—Harry 
Vaughan and Edward Raymond, com 
victs sentenced to the penitentiary, from 
St. Louis, and George Ryan, a convict 
sentenced from Kansas City, were 
hanged in the county jail here this 
morning for the killing of Prison Guard 
John Clay during a concerted attempt 
to escape from the penitentiary on the 
afternoon of November 24, 1904. 

The three were hanged at the same 
moment, Sheriff Scott sprung the trap 
and five minutes later all three were 
pronounced dead. No statement was 
made from the scaffold, 

Their attermpt to escape which led to 
the killing of the guard was most des- 
Derate. Four convicts were each 
secretly armed ‘with a revolver and 
they had secured some dynamite. 

When a favorable opportunity pre- 
sented the four walked into the office 
of Deputy Warden See. Vaughan, 
with drawn revolvers, commanded See 
to throw up his hands. The deputy 
warden hesitated and Blake, one of 
the four escaping convicts, fired a 
shot that injured Vaughan’s hand and 
eeriously wounded See. Deputy War- 
den See and two farmers who were 
visiting in his office were marched 
quickly to the prison entrance. At that 
moment Guard Clay swung the inside 
gate open to admit the team, He was 
shot down and four convicts rushed 
into the inclosure to the outside gate. 
This they quickly blew open with dyna- 
mite and ran through the opening. A 
running fusillade ensued between the 
escaping convicts and prison guards, 
and Convict Blake and Guard Allison 
were killed. After a hard chase through 
the city Vaughan, (Raymond and Ryan 
were captured. 

The four convicts were serving sen- 
tences for robbery when the escape 
was planned. 

Hanged for Killing Sweetheart. 

St. Louis, June 27.—John King, a ne- 
gro, who was convicted of having shot 
and killed Hallie Douglass, his sweet- 
heart, on November 26, 1905, was 
hanged in the jail here this morning.

The section in 
question includes as follows, ‘The pro- 
visions of this section shall apply only 
to children entering such employment 
at the age of fourteen years or less. 
This provision, I suspect, is what has 
caused the confusion There is some 
room left for the construction of this 
provision and it is susceptible of one 
of two interpretations; first, that it 
applies to children who had already 
been employed in factories and at the 
time of employment were ‘fourteen 
years or less’; 
children for the first time engaging 
at labor in the factory or manufaGgyr- 
ing establishment. Under the first in- 
terpretation, therefore, a child who 
had entered into this service while 
under fourteen years or less may not 
be retained in the employment after 
reaching the age of fourteen years, 
beginning with January |, 1908, unless 
he has attended school for twelve 
weeks of the preceding year and can 
write his or her name and simple sen- 
tences. To illustrate, a child employ- 
ed in a mill at the age of thirteen 
years, on December 3/, 1907, attains 
its fourteenth birthday. Such a child 
cannot, under the provisions of this 
law, be retained in the mill unless he 
shall have attended school for twelve 
weeks in the year 1|1907, and for eacn 
subsequent year until he reaches the 
school age. lif, on the other hand, a 
child was employed in a mill at the 
age of fifteen years and attained its 
sixteenth birthday on December 3ist, 
1907, this child, under the provision 
quoted, could be retained in the em- 
ployment whether or not it has at- 
tended school, or could read or write. 
Again, under the provision of this sec- 
tion, a child, to illustrate, say, six- 
teen years oid, may be employed at 
this service if it be for the first time 
in a mill, whether or not he can read 
or write, or has attended school. 

“Il very greatly fear 1 have not clear- 
ed up the situation, and it must be ad- 
mitted that the provision we are dis- 
cussing, under either interpretation 
falls short of the legislative intent as 
generally understood in the enactment 
of this law, and in view of the fact 
that for a violation of this law it is 
made a penal ciicnse, its present ob- 
scure meaning should be removed by 
legislation and the question made plain 
for the reason, as you state, that there 
may be uniform action on the part of 
the mills and an absence of any viola- 
tion of the law. 

“The second question you raise, viz., 
‘Will attendance on night school be 
sufficient,’ is hardiy a legal or prac- 
tical question. I am not advised of 
any provision in the law for operating 
public schools at night. I construe the 
act in question as intending as a coni- 
dition precedent to employment of 
children of tender years in the mills, 
attendance upon the schools in good 
, faith. It does not occur to me that a 
child who works in the mill from 6 
a. m. to 6 p. m. could accomplish much 
by attending school at night. Even 
children who must work require some 
sleep, much more than children who 
do not work. They cannot work both 
night and day. The legislature, of 
course, knew that. The act has not 
for its purpose the requirement that 
children should do the unreasonable, 
if not the impossible. It was intend- 
ed to benefit. not to destroy, children. 
As stated, however, this is not a prac- 
tical question for the reason that the 
law has made no provision for public 
schools operating at night.
